I EIGHT JURORS ACCEPTED 

FOR TEE EBLEN CASE 

Woman Plead* Not Guilty to Charge of 
Murdering Husband at Henderson. 

Henderson, Ky., Oct. 4 — Af 
ter the examination of eighty- 
six veniremen today eight jurors 
have been accepted by both the 
defense and prosecution in the 
trial of Mrs. Zorah J. Eblen on 
the charge of the willful murder 
of her husband, Bain W. Eblen.

More Than Five Inches for Twen- 
ty-Four Hours Ending 
Thursday Morning. 

INTERESTING RECORD FOR 

THIS YEAR BY MONTHS TO DATE. 

Loch 'Mary is full again and 
overflowing. Wheu the big rain 
came Wednesday night the water 
stood but little higher than was 
the old high water mark before 
the dam was raised. And the 
clouds had a task to perform in 
shedding enough moistture to 
run her over. But thoy did the 
job thoroughly and safely. A 
steady, heavy downpour I i-r.> I 
throughout Wednesday night, 
a ml put two feet of water over 
the 130 acres of the lake's sur 
face. Yesterday morning at 
seven o'clock the rain gauge at 
the local weather station showed 
5.60 inches pr;cip«tion for the 
twenty-four hours. Some of this 
fell Wednesday but most of it 
came dnriug the night. And 
this was on top of 1.06 inches for 
the previous tweuty four hours. 
The rainfall for this year has 
been remarkable in its distribu 
tion. July had the heaviest 
rainfall, with 12.01 inches;

August showed a little 
better thau March, with .70 inch- 
es" The amount for April, May, 
Juue aud July totaled 24.91 
inches. August aud September 
were fine, open moutha in which 
the farmers have had the best 
opportunities to prepare and 
seed their fields and farm work 
is well up.

Electrical Economies in the Home. 

"It is your own fault that 
vour light bills are too high," 
remarked tha electrical engi- 
neer. Every night when vou 
turn on your lights a mouster 
called Absorption gumshoes into 
your house and steals eighty-five 
per cent of your light. The wall 
paper in this room is dark green, 
the woodwork is stained a choco- 
la'e broft'n and the furniture and 
furnishings are very dark. They 
zombiue to steal awav most 
of your light. You have to pay 
for the light your lamps actually 
give, but in reality you get only 
fifteen per cent of she light you 
pay for, because you are being 
systematically robbed by the 
wall paper and woodwork, the 
chair and rugs." 

Soon after this the house was 
repapered in light buff tints and 
the woodwork was painted white. 
As a result of this change the 
electric light bills were cut in 
halves. Seventy five per cent of 
the candle power of each lamp 
was being utilized, consequently 
it took less than half the num- 
ber of lamps to light the room. 

Go into most any home aud 
you will find some one following 
you about turning down or turn- 
ing off the ljght, trying to econ- 
omize on light and paying no at- 
tention to costly errors which 
make the light bills excessive. 



As a rule light fixtures are stuck 
in any old place to suit the 
whims of the architects and the 
ecokomies of the electrical con 
tractor. Wall papers and paints 
are selected to please the eve 
stead of for their light reflecting 
qualities. Without delving into 
the horrots of wall paper color 
and design suffice it to say that 
if care were taken in this respect 
mauy a hard earned dollar would 
be saved on the monthly light 
bille.

Danger. 

The traveler on the plains in 
the early days soon learned the 
bignificance of the spires of 
smoke that he sometimes saw 
rising from a distant ridge 01 
hill and answered from a differ- 
ent directiou. It was the signal 
used iu rallying the warriors for 
an attack, or warning them for a 
retreat. 

The Indian had a way of send 
ing the smoke up in rings or 
puffs, knowing that such a 
smoke column would at once 
noticed and understood as a sig- 
nal, and not mistaken for the 
smoke of some camp fire. He 
made his rings by covering the 
little fire with his blanket for a 
moment and allowing the smoke 
to asceud, when he iustantly 
covered the fire again. The 
column of ascending smoke had 
said to every Indian within 
thirty miles, "Beware! An ene 
my in near!" Three smokes 
built close together meant 
"Danger." One smoke merely 
meant. "Attention " Two 
smokes mean "Camp at this 
place." 

Frequently at night the settler 
or the traveler saw fiery li 
crossing the sky, shooting up 
and falling, perhaps taking a 
direction diagonal to the lines of 
vision. Ue might guess tl at 
these were the signals of the In- 
dians, but unless he were an 
old-timer he might not be able to 
interpret the signals. The old- 
timer and the squaw-man knew 
that oue fire-arrow, an arrow 
prepared by treating the head of 
the shaft with gunpowder and 
Hue bark, meant the same as 
three columns of smoke puffs. 
'An enemy is near." Two ar- 
rows meant "Danger," three ar- 
rows, "The danger is great." 
Several arrows indicated, "The 
enemy is too powerful for us.
